Israeli jets return 
to Beirut, strafe camps 


BEIRUT (U P Il — Israeli warplanes 
today 
attacked 
Palestinian 
refugee 
camps on the outskirts of Beirut, the 
first air raids near the Lebanese capital 
in seven months. 
Seven Israeli jets swept over the city 
and opened fire with machine guns into 
the Sabra and Chatila refugee camps, 
the Beirut Defense Ministry reported. 
Lebanese jet interceptors swept up to 
meet the attacking Israeli planes and 
surface-to-air SAM missiles around the 
refugee camps were fired at the planes. 
Clouds of smoke billowed from one 
four-story building in the Sabra camp, 
located in a high-rise residential area. 
The Palestinian News Agency said a 
supply depot was hit. 
Casualties were not known 
The Israeli military c mmand in Tel 
Aviv confirmed its aircraft conducted 
the 4 p.m (6 a m. PST) air raids, but 
said they were against a Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization 
guerrilla 
training base south of Beirut and 
“ isolated from any civilian population." 
The command said Israeli planes dodged 
the missiles and all its planes returned 
safely to base. 
The planes screamed out of the 
midaftemoon rainclouds and for seven 
minutes strafed the camps about three 
miles 
southeast 
of 
the 
Lebanese 
capital’s main Hamra shopping district, 
witnesses reported. 
Several Palestinian guerrilla offices 
are located in the Sabra district. 
One report said the Beirut office of the 


Syrian-backed 
A1 
Saiqa 
guerrilla 
organization was hit. 
The roar of the planes diving over the 
Sabra area echoed in downtown Beirut. 
Air raid sirens sounded the alert. First 
reports said the attack took place in the 
heart of the city. 
A 
government 
announcement 
broadcast over Beirut radio an hour 
later said: “ Enemy warplanes attacked 
some sections of the outskirts of Beirut 
this afternoon." 
In addition to Lebanese aircraft and 
SAM missiles, guerrilla guards and 
Palestinian police fired at the planes 
with rifles and smallarms. 
Lebanon 
said 
one 
Israeli 
plane 
appeared to have been shot down over 
the Mediterranean off Beirut. 
The air raids were believed to be in 
reprisal for a grenade attack in a Tel 
Aviv theater Wednesday in which three 
persons were killed and 53 injured. 
Lebanese Premier Rashid Solh told 
U PI in a telephone call that to his 
knowledge the Israeli attack was aimed 
solely at the Sabra camp.

Suleiman 
Franjieh 
summoned an immediate meeting of the 
Supreme 
Defense 
Council 
at 
the 
presidential palace at Baabda, five 
miles outside Beirut. 
The refugee camps attacked are 
located in an area where there are 
several open spaces, including the 
“ Sports City” stadium and pinewoods 
fringing the road leading to Beirut 
international airport.

Chemical union workers tonight were 
to vote to accept or to reject the latest 
salary package offer of Johns-Manville 
Products Co 
The crucial meeting is scheduled for 
Lompoc High School Cafetorium at 8 
p.m. 
About 500 workers represented by the 
International Chemical Workers Union. 
Local 146, are involved in the contract 
dispute that led to the company locking 
its gates Monday to all except for 
salaried and supervisory personnel 
Workers rejected a new contract offer 
in October, only hours before the old 
contract expired, but have remained on 
the job working without a contract since 
that time 


Union president Tom McCall said he 
will have printed ballots available for a 
secret vote, “ if that's what the men 
want." McCall had been criticized by 
the company because the rejection of 
the new contract in October came on a 
voice vote 
Workers will have before them as they 
go into the deliberations tonight a 
recommendation by the union's seven- 
member 
negotiating 
committee 
to 
reject the new contract and a threat by 
the company to cutoff a retroactive pay 
offer at midnight tonight 
Paul Bumum. director of employe 
relations for the company said J-M 
would pay hourly salary increases 
retroactively back to Oct. 25 for hours 


worked if the workers ratify the pact 
before the deadline Workers on the 
incentive pay schedule would get about 
26 5 cents per hour on that basis, 
according to Bumum 
This week in an effort to end the 
impasse. Bumum offered an eleventh 
paid 
holiday 
and 
some 
other 
considerations. The union negotiating 
committee 
promptly 
voted 
to 
recommend that the membership reject 
the package. 
The dispute has centered on wages, 
fringe benefits, on the length of the 
contract and on the union's bid to extend 
the incentive pay program to workers 
not now covered. 
Spokesmen for J-M say the total 


company offer would cost the company 
m excess of $1 7 million over three years 
and bring the worker the equivalent of 
$1 70 an hour increase 
The union disputes the figures and 
says the total increase for all purposes 
is more like $1 25 an hour over the three- 
year span. McCall and his associates 
have said the union would readily accept

Wholesale prices rose 1.2 per cent in 
November —half the gain of earlier 
months —and there was other evidence 
of a leveling of inflationary price 
increases, the Labor Department said 
today. 
President Ford may have had the 
latest 
government 
index 
in 
mind 
Wednesday night when he said, "There 
are 
now early 
signals 
that price 
pressures are beginning to ease." 
The November wholesale price rise 
was mainly due to higher food prices, 
chiefly for sugar which has risen in price 
400 per cent in a year Wholesale sugar 
prices rose sharply in November but 
have begun to decline somewhat this 
month 
Industrial prices rose only 0.9 per 
cent, the smallest one-month gain since 
September, 1973. 
Also, the 
1.2 per cent gain 
in 
November was half the 2.5 October 
increase and less than half the third 
quarter average gain of 2.7 per cent. 
“ Price

were 
less 
widespread 
than 
in

months," the department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said. 
President Ford told a meeting of top 
industrialists and financiers Wednesday

changing his anti-inflation strategy. 
“ If there are any ... who want me to 
take a 180-degree turn from inflation 
fighting to recessionary pump-priming, 
they will be disappointed," Ford said 
Ford ruled out a new gasoline tax 
today in a two-hour meeting with auto 
industry 
leaders but one participant 
said, he thought the President might 
consider personal income tax cuts to 
spur America’s sick economy. 
Michigan Gov. William Milliken said 
he got the “ clear impression" that Ford 
would consider a proposal at the White 
House meeting to cut income taxes. 
Presidential 
news 
secretary 
Ron 
Nessen added that the President did not 
say anything on the subject of a tax cut, 
but did promise to "do something" 
about the auto industry’s plight. 
"Because it is inequitable, that’s out," 
Ford told the automakers, union leaders 
and top Cabinet officials in quashing 
persistent reports of a possible 10 to 20 
cent hike in gas taxes. 
“ I wish we’d stop talking about it," 
Ford added, according to Nessen 
The Federal Energy Administration 
says it will reimburse the public for 


possibly $2 billion in overcharges for 
gasoline, fuel oil and other petroleum 
products. 
But it doesn’t know how it will do this, 
or when, or who will be reimbursed, or 
by how much. 
Gorman Smith, an acting assistant 
FEA administrator, said at a Senate 
hearing Wednesday his agency suspects 
the petroleum industry has charged $1.4 
billion more than price controls allowed. 
These controls allow petroleum firms 
to raise prices only as much as their 
costs go up 
“ The emphasis m remedial actions is 
getting the money back to the public," 
Smith said. But he made clear there will 
be a lot of hurdles before that happens. 
Ford 
said he will 
soon give 
Congress additional economic plans 
which he described as “ new or alterna­ 
tive measures to augment and update 
the economic package I placed before 
the Congress two months ago." 


“ The economy is in difficult straits," 
Ford said 
“ We are in a recession. 
Production 
is 
declining 
and 
unemployment is rising... Nevertheless, 


our country is not in an economic 
crisis." 
Earlier in the day three economists 
testifying before the Senate Budget 
Committee forecast a bleak economic 
picture for 1975, with unemployment 
soaring to 8 per cent or beyond and no 
recovery in prospect until late in the 
year. 
Democratic economists Otto Eckstein 
of Harvard University and Arthur M. 
Okun of the Brookings Institution were 
the most pessimistic. 
Arguing that recession was a bigger 
problem than inflation, they said the 
government should prime the economy 
with an income tax cut and by allowing 
the money supply to grow at a higher 
rate 
In other developments: 
—The prestigious Wharton School at 
the University of Pennsylvania issued 
its 
quarterly 
economic 
forecast, 
predicting the recession will continue 
for several months but disappear in time 
for the nation’s bicentennial celebration 
in 1976, when inflation should be about 7 
per cent. 
—New York City Mayor Abraham 
Beame announced 7,300 jobs will be 
eliminated by June 30 — 3,725 by 
immediate layoffs and the rest by 
attrition. 
Inflation brings boom to food stamp program

County reporter 
Creation of nine additional eligibility 
worker positions for the food stamp 
program and five additional accounting 
and clerical support positions in the 
County Welfare Department are being 
recommended 
by 
the 
county 
administrative office. 


Changes in Food Stamp regulations 
are resulting in an increased workload 
for the Welfare Department, reported 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson. 
He said Federal amendments to the 
program are expected to increase the 


number of persons potentially eligible 
for stamps. Also, he said, pressures of 
inflation 
on 
family 
budgets 
have 
resulted in a “ substantial impact" on 
the department’s food stamp program. 
The amended regulations took effect 
Dec. 1 of this year. 
Substantial 
increases 
in 
revenue, 
produced by changes announced Nov. 1, 
in the cost sharing ratio for the food 
stamp program, will more than offset 
additional expenditures seen as totaling 
$97,030, Johnson reported. 
Johnson said the “ net result will be 
approximately $222,000 in additional 
unanticipated revenue over and above 


the revenue applied to the new positions 
and equipment.” Part will be received 
this fiscal year, and a portion next fiscal 
year, he added. 


The new ration provides for 50 per 
cent reimbursement on all food stamp 
related costs. 
About half of the current cases came 
from the Isla Vista-Goleta area, it was 
reported. For this reason it is hoped to 
set up office space in one of these areas. 
Two food stamp units will be assigned to 
the new office, for which $7,M0 in rental 
funds is requested. 
Appointments 
for 
food 
stamp 
applicants are being made over a month 


in advance, welfare officials report, and 
in the past two months the department 
has received over 1,000 applications for 
food stamps and appointments for the 
next six 
weeks exceed 
1,000 new 
applicants. 
More staffing is urgently needed at 
this time to fulfill the requirement for 
completing all applications within 30 
days, 
it 
was 
shown. 
Additional 
recertification procedures, provisions 
for immediate issuance of stamps, and 
procedures for certification of aliens, 
alcoholics, narcotic addicts, strikers 
and 
certain 
communal 
living 
arrangements have brought on new and 
heavier work loads.

He has experienced more than four 
months of congressional investigation, 
hearings and controversy over his

wealth 
since

was 
nominated Aug. 20 The Senate voted 90- 
7 Tuesday in favor of confirmation.

Panel shuns 
tighter Exxon 
smog controls

Conservation-oriented members of the County 
Planning Commission 
were outvoted, 5-4, 
Wednesday in an attempt to have more 
stringent air pollution control standards set for 
the proposed $26-million Exxon oil and gas 
processing plant in the Refugio area than are 
exercised in the South Coast Air Basin 
However, 
the 
minority 
faction on 
the 
commission — including three women members 
— were successful in a move to call on the 
Board of Supervisors to hold at least one 
evening public hearing on the Exxon proposal 
before a decision is made. 
Individuals protesting the Exxon facility 
along with GOO (Get Oil Out) had called on the 
planning body to hold public sessions so that 
working people opposing the onshore processing 
plant could find time to provide input 
Commission 
chairperson 
Mary 
Looker 
estimated that the planning body would have 
spent some 20 hours getting input from the 
public and oil industry representatives by the 
time the commission is expected to cast its vote 
Dec 18 


The third virtually day-long public hearing on 
the Exxon applications for rezoning and 
conditional use permits ended in mid-afternoon 
Wednesday with the commission still laboring 
over wording of many of the 65 conditions 
proposed for the voluminous ordinance covering 
the project The commission will meet at 9 a m. 


John English explained this was due to the aim 
to retain the “good quality of air” in the north 
county as part of the South Central Coast Air 
Basin also embracing San Luis Obispo County.

pollution?” 
Commissioner Bendy White asked. 


English said if the county is successful in 
getting into a new unified district of its choice, 
any new plant would be bound to modify its 
emission level to comply. 
The 100 ton limit is seen as “realistically 
attainable” in the South Coast, English added 
Pollutant emissions from the proposed Exxon 
plant, it was shown, are estimated at “less than 
100 tons” of any single pollutant. 
Sierra Club oil committee chairman Murray 
Lewis called on the commission to approve 
White’s motion to have the 25-ton limit set for 
Exxon. 
Voting for consideration of the lower limit in 
addition to White were chairperson Looker, 
Mrs Peter Bratt, and Mrs. Thomas Nielsen 
Voting against were Darwin Sainz, Robert 
Lilley and Dr. M.V. Duncan of Lompoc, John F. 
Adam Jr., and Donald Sansum. 


Mrs. Bratt, whose Third District takes in the 
Refugio area, said she felt it is “a sad thing this 
commission couldn’t even go along with 
drawing it up for consideration.” 


Lilley said in reply that the commission 
should “take the word of the experts.”

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Britons reject death 
penalty for bombings 


LONDON (U P I) — The police scoured Ireland 
and Britain today for the chief of staff of the 
Irish Republican Army and two IRA bombers 
who hit in downtown London as Parliament 
rejected demands to restore hanging for murder 
by terrorism. 
After six hours of debate, the House of 
Commons voted 360-217 to reject proposals to 
bring back capital punishment in response to 
IRA bombings that have killed 49 persons in 
Britain in two years, nearly half of them this 
fall. 
No one was hurt in the explosion in the Naval 
and Military Club in Piccadilly but the building 
was extensively damaged. It was the third 
attack on West End clubs often used by 
government and military men in one of the 
capital’s poshest areas. 
An order went out to “ find him fast and bring 
him in” after IRA chief of staff David O’Connell 
said in a magazine interview before the debate 
that two British soldiers would die for each IRA 
man executed if hanging was restored. 
IRA sources said O’Connell and other IRA 
leaders narrowly escaped capture by 200 police­ 
men Tuesday when they left a secret meeting 
with Protestant churchmen in southwest Ire­ 
land. 
The two men being sought in the London club 
bombing fled after throwing the bomb through a 
ground floor window and firing at three taxi 
drivers who gave chase. Two bullets hit one of 
the taxis. 
Only a handful of members were in the bar of 
the Naval and Military Club at the time. 
Members scattered and the device exploded 
moments later, wrecking the room 
The police commended the taxi drivers for 
chasing the bombers but said they would not 
advise the public to “ have a go” in such 
situations. 


Home Secretary Roy Jenkins, arguing the 
government's antihanging case in Parliament 
as the bomb exploded, said to restore the death 
penalty would be to invite more violence. 


The IRA, blamed by Scotland Yard for the 
violence, wants to drive the British from 
Northern Ireland and unite the province with 
the Irish Republic. 


Home Secretary Roy Jenkins told Parliament 
“ dedicated terrorists are the least likely to be 
deterred by the threat of execution.’’ 
“ There have been enough martyrs in the past, 
but fresh ones can always be used by an 
organization like the IRA,’’ he said. 


Some legislators shouted “ rubbish” when 
Jenkins said the IRA would regard a vote for the 
return of capital punishment as a victory rather 
than a deterrent. 
“ Let no one believe that there is not a real 
deterrent in a long, undramatic prison senten­ 
ce,” the home secretary said. 


He vowed to block amnesty for “ those who 
have 
com m itted 
cold-blooded 
and 
indiscriminate murder or maiming in this 
country.” 
During the debate, Scotland Yard said two 
men tossed a bomb through the front window of 
the Naval and Military Club on Piccadilly Street 
near Hyde Park and shot at a taxi driver who 
gave chase. There were no reported casualties 
Jill Knight, one of the legislators fighting for 
hanging, reported receiving 6,000 letters in 
favor of capital punishment and only 149 
opposed. She represents Birmingham, where 
two pub blasts killed 21 persons and injured 182 
last month 
David O’Connell, the IRA chief of staff, had 
threatened to hang two British soldiers for 
every IRA man executed if the bill were passed 


Soviet satellite 
to carry Y an k 


space experim ents 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — An unmanned Russian satellite 
will carry small American biological experiments into orbit 
for 20 to 30 days late next year under a new agreement 
reached by scientists of the two nations. 
The mission, scheduled for late 1975, represents a major 
step in scientific cooperation between the two space powers 
and will follow next Ju ly’s unprecedented meeting of Soviet 
and American spacemen in orbit. 
The agreement was reached at a meeting of scientists and 
engineers in Tashkent, Russia, recently and announced 
Wednesday by the U.S. space agency It calls for the United 
States to prepare biological specimens to fit into standard 
Soviet containers a little smaller than a shoebox. The 
American experiments have not yet been selected but will 
probably consist of such things as fish embryos, plants and 
tissue cultures to see how they are affected by 
weightlessness 
“ We have a lot of experiments that we want to perform to 
help us understand the changes we have observed in our 
(astronaut) crews,” said David Winter, director of life 
sciences for the space agency “ This is one way to help us 
get along with that business before waiting for the space 
shuttle. 
Russia flies a biological research satellite about once a 
year in the Cosmos series. The United States carried out 
extensive medical research in its Sky lab space station but 
has no current plans for unmanned biological satellites The 
space shuttle rocket plane that will provide the next major 
opportunity for biological research will not fly before 1979. 
The pact also calls for American researchers to par­ 
ticipate in studies of blood and tissue samples from animals 
that will fly in next year’s biological satellite 
Russia uses modified versions of its early Vostok manned 
capsule for the biological research. The last two satellites 
flown in the series have stayed aloft for 22 days before 
returning to gentle earth landings

auto industry’s top executives and union leaders 
at the White House today after promising new 
proposals to help beat inflation and recession. 
In a speech Wednesday night, Ford said his 
proposals would include “ no drastic action ” 
Ford said he called today’s meeting to see 
what could be done to solve the auto industiys 
problems of falling sales and rising layoffs The 
industry has been one of the hardest hit by 
inflation and recession. 
The President sat at the Cabinet table with 
officials of Ford, General Motors, American 
Motors and Chrysler and President Leonard 
Woodcock of the United Auto Workers union 
Also attending were Transportation Secretary 
Claude Brinegar, Treasury Secretary William 
Simon and Michigan Gov William Milliken, who 
has pressed hard for federal intervention in his 
state, biggest auto producer in the country. 
Spelling out his latest views in a speech 
Wednesday night, Ford said he is “ deeply 
concerned” about “ three domestic devils 
—inflation, recession and energy ”

At one point, he drew applause when he told 
the businessmen “ If there are any among you 
who want me to take a 180-degree turn from 
inflation-fighting

recessionary 
pump- 
priming. they will be disappointed ”

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FCI prisoners get good report card in college program 


The first program in the 
United States allowing certain 
categories of federal inmates 
to live away from prison while 
attending college has been 
termed successful and is being 
expanded, 
according 
to 
officials of the 
Bureau of 
Prisons and UC Santa Barbara. 
Beginning 
with 
six 
male 
inmates from Lompoc prison in 
March of 1974. this Residential 
Study Release Program now 
includes 
11 
men 
and 
two 
women and will be expanded to 
20 individuals when the winter 
quarter begins in January 
It is operated under terms of 
a contract between the federal 
government and UCSB and, 
unlike 
other 
programs, 
involves prisoners who are not 
yet on parole. 
Karl 
F. 
Borgstrom, 
the 
UCSB 
assistant 
dean 
of 
students who administers the 
university's contract for the 
program, offers this profile of 
the 
participants 
(who 
are 
called “ residents ”): 
They range in age from 22 to 
41, are serious students who do 
“ B " or better upper-division 
work in a variety of disciplines 
They 
have 
a 
strong 
commitment to the program 
and are determined to make it 
a success not only for their own 
benefit but for that of future 
inmates. 
Their 
prison 
sentences average two years. 
The men have all served time 
in federal penitentiaries at 
Lompoc, Terminal Island or 
San Pedro, 
and about six 
months at Lompoc Camp, a 
minimum-security 
federal 
correctional institute One of 
the women is from Terminal 
Island, the other from the 
Federal 
Youth 
Center 
at 
Pleasanton. 
The residents live in adjacent 
two-bedroom 
apartments 
in 
Isla Vista, a largely student, 
residential 
community 
next 
door to the UCSB campus 
They must sign in and out with 
one of the four counselors or 
staff members who maintain 
an 
informal 
office 
in 
the 
apartment complex, and they 
observe an evening curfew. 
Travel is restricted to a 
prescribed area 
unless the 
Bureau of Prisons’ Community 
Programs 
office 
in 
Santa 
Barbara grants a furlough for 
such special occasions as a 
Thanksgiving 
or 
Christmas 
visit home. 
Furloughs also 
have been granted to enable 
residents to take advantage of 
unusual 
educational 
opportunities, such as botany 
field trips or short-term jobs 
directly related to their area of 
study. 
Marilyn Frantz, director of 
the program, observes that the 
residents' fellow students and 
their neighbors tn Isla Vista 
view them as exceptionally 
mature and sensitive people. 
“ Socially and academically, 
they’ve got their act together,” 
she said. 
Opportunities 
for 
lower 
division 
work 
— generally 
covered in the first two years 
of 
college 
or 
university 
curriculum — are available to 
prison inmates through other 
programs at Hancock College,

Eight of Mrs Zappitelli’s riders appeared at

Kilgo noted that the plot featured the same

The first victim was found on the lawn of the

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A top state water 
official says criticism over the environmental 
impact of the proposed Peripheral Canal will 
not force the $286 million project to be 
abandoned. 
John R. Teerink, director of the Department 
of Water Resources, also warned Wednesday 
that canal construction must begin within a year 
to meet increasing water demands throughout 
California. He said cutbacks in water deliveries 
to consumers would result if the canal is not 
built 
Teerink reiterated the conclusions of a draft 
Environmental Impact Report on the proposed 
project 
that 
the 
43-mile-long 
canal 
will 
"improve environmental conditions” of the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta. 
"We do not foresee any conditions whereby 
the 
Peripheral Canal would have to be 
abandoned 
because 
of 
environm ental 
problems,” he told the Senate Committee on 
Natural Resources and Wildlife. 
Teerink was one of 19 supporters and critics to 
testify before the committee on the canal, 
which would cut through the eastern side of the 
Delta transporting water to other parts of the 
state. 
The committee is chaired by Sen. John A. 
Nejedly, R-Walnut Creek, a vocal critic of the 


p ro p osal 
who 
indicated 
c o m m itte e 
recommendations would be drawn up at the 
conclusion of the testimony for construction in 
preparing the final report 
The draft 
report was made public 
in 
September and concluded the proposal was the 
best of 10 alternatives considered for improving 
water quality in the Delta 
Testimony on the draft report taken at six 
public hearings during a 90-day review period 
will be considered before the final report is 
prepared and released sometime next spring 
Terrink summarized the major criticism oi 
the proposal as falling into five general 
categories: 
Anticipated poorer water quality in the Delta, 
uncertainty 
over 
federal 
funding, 
export 
demands 
adversely 
affecting 
the 
Delta, 
consideration of all possible alternatives, and 
maintaining of the Delta environment. 
Donald Benedict, an analyst with the Joint 
Legislative Budget Committee, said the draft 
report was "better than average but inadequate 
in its consideration of the canal’s impact on the 
Delta ” 
But he also said the canal would prove 
essential for the transportation of water within 
the Delta if, as many experts warn, parts of the 
poorly maintained levee system collapses.

LA may ban sidewalk news racks 


LOS ANGELES (U P I>-The 
Mafia-linked theft of 18 blank 
city government checks, "im ­ 
perilled the entire treasury of 
the city of Los Angeles, a 
deputy district attorney said 
Wednesday. 


The city said that if a Swiss 
bank that cashed one of the 
stolen checks for nearly $1 
million wants it money back, it 
will have to sue. 


The FBI joined in the search 
for whoever perpetrated the 
theft 
and 
got 
away 
with 
$902,000 
—apparently 
in 
diamonds, gold or some other 
valuable commodity—from the 
Banque de Paris in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 


One of the chief suspects in 
the case, Morton Freeman, 
was returned to jail Wednesday 
after 
being 
accidentally 
released 
Monday 
night 
on 
$15,000 bail, far lower than the 
$100,000 that had been set. 


His lawyer failed 
m an 
attempt to have bond reduced. 
Deputy District Attorney Ste­ 
phen Trott, arguing for the 
higher bond, told the judge that 
"This scheme imperilled the 
entire treasury of Los An­ 
geles " 


He said "there is still almost 
a 
million 
dollars 
floating 
around 
and 
he 
(Freeman) 
could know how to get to it. If 
that is so, we might never see 
him again ” 


He was echoed by the judge, 
who said that "what continues 
to plague and concern me is 
that there is $900,000 gone 
somewhere.” 


Freeman and Bernard How­ 
ard were held on charges of 
conspiracy to commit grand 
theft and forgery in connection 
with an alleged attempt to cash 
three of the stolen checks for 
$2.5 million. 


Howard, 
who 
has 
been 
convicted previously for stock 
fraud and trafficking in stolen 
checks, was being held on 
$250,000 bail. 
Both men were arrested at a 
Los Angeles hotel last week 
after 
a 
tipster, 
allegedly 
involved in plans to "launder" 
the money, inform U.S. Senate 
subcommittee 
investigators 


and helped set a trap for 
Howard and Freeman 
The district attorney’s office 
said an undisclosed number of 
suspects 
were 
still 
being 
sought. 
Pines said that since the 
$902,125 check was fraudulently 
out, it is not negotiable, and 
therefore the city cannot be 
held liable for the money. 
"As far as the city is 
concerned, the Banque de Paris 
would have to file a lawsuit 
against Los Angeles to try to 
recover the loss,” a spokesman 
for the city attorney’s office 
said. 
"The bank didn’t even bother 
to check with us to see if the 
warrant 
was 
valid,” 
the 
spokesman added. 
The check had been deposited 
in Crocker International Bank 
in New York City for deposit to

A total of 18 blank checks 
disappeared

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The City Council will take final action 
next week on a proposal that would ban all news racks from city 
sidewalks 
The council gave preliminary approval to the measure 
Wednesday. If final approval is given next week, it must be signed 
by Mayor Tom Bradley before becoming law. 
Bradley said he would have no comment on the proposal until he 
has read the ordinance. 
The ordinance states that news racks are a "public nuisance’’ on 
many public streets, that they impede pedestrian traffic, are an 
"unsightly condition" on sidewalks and are often poorly 
maintained. 


Proponents of the measure suggested that the racks be placed 
on private property or that papers should be sold by newsboys on 
comers, if they are not delivered at home. 
Opponents charged that the ordinance was a subtle form of 
censorship and that the measure would cripple the sale and 
distribution of newspapers and jeopardize the survival of the 
smaller papers.

Fraid so. Vodka has just 
replaced bourbon as the na­ 
tion’s favorite hard alcoholic 
drink 


Apparently even two-fisted 
drinkers who once dismissed 
vodka as a drink for silly girls 
and sissies are swilling it. In 
shot and beer towns such as 
Detroit, 
taverns 
in 
tough 
factory neighborhoods report 
selling a lot more vodka than 
bourbon or whiskey in the past 
four or five months 


A big seller at the Blue Moon 
Lounge in the Motor City is 
something called the Copper­ 
head —vodka and grapefruit 
juice. 


“ It’s getting so you have to 
wear frills to get a place at the 
bar,” muttered one dismayed 
belter. 


“ It’s like the prohibition era - 
bathtub gin and orange juice,“ 
said an executive for a New 
York bourbon distiller. 


“The trend is toward lighter 
liquors. A lot of young people 
are using vodka, which has 
very little flavor, with sweet 
mixes. All they taste is 7-Up 
Even in Atlanta, where a 
wholesaler said: “ This is a 
bourbon area —probably the 
strongest bourbon area of the 
whole country” —the single 
best-selling liquor is Smirnoff 
vodka. 
J. Richard Grieb, president 
of 
Smirnoff 
division 
of 
Heublein, thinks the reason 
vodka has had such a dramatic 
growth in the last 10 years is 
because it mixes “ with whole 
lot of flavors people like Vodka 
doesn’t 
interfere 
with 
the 
flavor.” 
“ The gap, if it exists, is very 
small,” conceded one, who 
declined to be identified Last 
year, he said, bourbon and 
vodka were running “ very, 
very 
close’ 
with 
bourbon 
slightly ahead. 
Grieb said few hard figures 
are available for 1974 but 
government 
statistics 
show 
vodka running ahead 
Smirnoff, which takes credit 
for the Screwdriver, the Mos 
cow Mule and the B lo o d y Mary, 
introduces a “ new lifestyle 
drink” every 60 days Today, 
it’s the Hot Adam’s Apple

but the fact is they didn’t 
The deal was a straight player one, Bonds for Murcer, as 
originally announced 
Here's what wasn t announced 
though 
, 
Shortly after the season was over, Bobby Bonds, who lives 
in that area, visited the Giants offices at Candlestick Park 
in San Francisco Owner Horace Stoncham was in and the 
two talked awhile about some of the things which occurred 
this past season 
Pretty soon their conversation took on the tone of a 
preliminary contract talk A disagreement arose between 
Horace Stoneham and Bobby Bonds, and the next thing you 
know they were raising their voices Both men got hot They 
grew increasingly emotional, and the more they did, the 


louder they became 
They never r e a c h e d agreement, and eventually Bonds 
got up to leave He had spoken his mind, and Stoneham had 
spoken his When the Giants’ owner finally emerged from 
his office, he was still burning 
He’s finished,” Stoneham said. ’ H ell never play 
another game for me.” 
Horace Stoneham calls all the shots for the Giants What 
he says goes At times he can be and has been, the most 
warm, the most considerate, the most generous club owner 
in the entire game He also can be hard, unbending and 
abrasive. 
After Bonds left his office that day, Stoneham. who had 
feelers for Bonds during the World Series, now went about 
seeing what he could get for his fleet, 27-year-old super 
slugger in earnest Several clubs came up with offers The 
Yankees offered Murcer even up Stoneham said he d think 
it over 
He told some of his front office people he liked the idea of 
Murcer for Bonds They told him they didn't like the idea, 
but he said he intended to make the deal anyway. They 
pleaded with him to think it over some more His mind was 
made up, though, and he got on the phone with the Yankees 


and told them it was a deal. 
Those who might be tempted to criticize Stoneham for 
parting with Bonds precipitously should also know that 
during their disagreement. Bonds told Stoneham he’d never 
play for the Giants anymore He was giving Stoneham an 
ultimatum, and no owner takes that from a ballplayer Why 
should he0 After all, the ballplayer is working for the owner, 
not the other way around.

John Artis say they will appeal a judge’s 
refusal to grant the two a new trial on 
their eight-year-old murder convictions. 
Saying he failed to hear the 
ring of 
truth” in claims by two key witnesses 
that they had lied at the original trial, 
Superior Court Judge Samuel A Lamer 
Wednesday turned down the defendant s 
request for a new hearing. 
Carter, 38. and Artis, 29. are currently 
serving three life prison terms each for 
the murder of three persons shot to 
death in a Paterson bar on June 17,1966 
Paul Feldman, Carter’s attorney, said 
Wednesday that he was preparing an 
appeal to Larner’s decision, and hoped 
to have it delivered to the sUte 
Appellate Division of Superior Court by 
Monday. 


Artis’ attorney, John W Noonan, said 
he too would file an immediate appeal 
During that hearing, Alfred P. Bello 
and Arthur D. Bradley, both convicted 
burglars, testified they had lied when 
they placed Carter and Artis at the 
Lafayette Bar & Grill, the scene of the 
shootings Both said they hoped their 
false testimony would get them lighter 
sentences from the Passaic County 
prosecutor on other criminal charges. 
In a 46-page written opinion, Larner 
said the “ring of truth is totally absent 
in the recantations of both witnesses.” 
He said to rule otherwise would mean 
“the entire judicial process could be 
frustrated by the mere whim of a 
witness recanting his testimony .” 
Carter, a leading contender for the 
middleweight crown at the time of the 
murders, claimed he was framed due to 
his involvement in the civil rights 
movement.

By MURRAY OLDERMAN 
(Second in a series) 
NEW YORK - (NEA) - To 
one of his 26 owner bosses, he 
has the second most glamorous 
job in the United States 
“Next to the president,” said 
A1 Davis, the general managing 
partner of the Oakland Raiders 
“who else is there? That’s why 
all 
he 
wants 
to 
be 
is 
commissioner .” 
True 
Alvin (Pete) Rozelle, a tall, 
composed, somewhat secretive 
man. has led the National 
Football League since he hid 
out in a toilet in a luxury Miami 
Beach hotel to keep the press 
from 
knowing 
he 
was 
a 
; com prom ise 
choice 
as 
commissioner. 
That was in 1960, and a lot of 
profitable 
things 
have 
happened to pro football since 
then Also to Pete Rozelle. 
He makes more than $250,000 
a year in salary and when he 
signed a 
new 
multi-year 
contract he was given a special 
stock deal as a bonus with a 
reported quarter of a million 
dollars put up for investment. 


“One of the big things we’ve 
got 
in pro football,” 
said 
I Carroll Rosenbloom, the owner 
of the Los Angeles Rams, “is 
that 
our 
commissioner 
is 
strong. I don’t want to see 
anything done to weaken the 
commissioner’s office. ’ 
“He operates as a dictator,' 
agreed Oakland’s Davis. “It’s 
got to be run that way in a 
I business like this.” 
But the hired hands, the 
players of the NFL, don't 
agree 
“He has more power than the 
president of the United States 
in controlling lives and taking 
away rights,” asserted John 
Mackey, a former all-pro tight 
end for the Baltimore Colts 
I “It’s a damn monopoly They 
can use a player any way they 
want 
and 
not 
give 
him 
compensation, like in their 
highlight films.” 
Mackey was the president of 
the NFL Players Association 
for four years before retiring in 
1973. Bill Curry, his successor 
and a center with the Rams, 
; concurred: “It’s not a matter 
of speculation. All you got to do 
is look at the documented 
records. There is only one man 
who is the judge, jury and the 
appellate court.” 
Pete Rozelle doesn’t like to 
see beefs in pro football, by any 
party, aired publicly. “I think 
squabbling in public,” he once 
j said in a Playboy 
interview, 
] "will eventually ruin football 
and there’s no doubt that it’s 
1 hurting us already.” 
The 
players’ 
strike 
this 
summer, lasting almost into 
the regular season, cost the 
owners $12 million in revenues. 
They claim it also has cut into 
1 their 
season 
attendance 
because of fan disillusionment. 
A key issue was Rozelle’s 
role as the arbiter of noninjury 
grievances 
brought 
by 
the 
players. Because he is hired by 
the owners, the players don’t 
see him in an impartial light. 


“Impartial arbitration is not a 
revolutionary concept," said 
Curry. 
There is also the Rozelle 
Rule, which empowers him to 
set the price for a player who 
plays out his option and goes to 
another team — a condition 
which 
imposes 
servitude, 
claim the players. 
Yet the players went back to 
work without eroding Pete’s 
position. His power as the czar 
of pro football remains intact. 
Personally, Pete has always 
been a low-profile man. He is 
not a podium spellbinder, but 
he has learned to speak crisply 
and effectively in both formal 
speeches and informal press 
huddles. 
He came to New York as a 


prim, conservative executive, 
wearing blue suits and white 
shirts, a boy wonder of 34 who 
never said the wrong thing The 
14 years have changed him. 
He’s more casual in his dress 
and in his speech; his hair is a 
little longer; he wears Gucci 
shoes with brass buckles, the 
trademark 
of 
his 
hip 
Manhattan set. He has survived 
crises, 
both 
personal 
and 
professional. 
His marriage broke up, and 
he discreetly covered up his 
social life until, in a move 
surprising even some of his 
oldest friends, he remarried 
and 
moved 
to 
a 
plush 
Westchester suburb < he used to 
live 
on 
fashionable 
Sutton 
Place).

He was severely criticized 
for not calling a moratorium on 
league play the Sunday after 
the late President Kennedy 
was assassinated. He boldly 
suspended Paul Homung and 
Alex Karras, two all-pros, and 
fined several Detroit players 
for gambling. His job was 
threatened during the intense 
wars between the NFL and the 
AFL, but when they merged 
Rozelle rode on top 
“We’ve had so many crises, 
said 
Pete 
blandly, 
were 
inured to them. I just go about 
my job in the role I’m supposed 
to 
play, 
representing 
the 
players, owners and fans. " 
The players dispute that and. 
in 
fact, 
because 
of 
their 
pressure, he is no longer the 
sole 
arbitrator 
in 
injury 
grievance cases. 
"Pete did a marvelous job 
the 
first ten years,” 
said 
Mackey, “but pro football just 
might have outgrown him. The 
problems with the players, the 
ideas of strikes in recent years, 
should never have happened A 
good administrator should have 
anticipated them." 
“We’re not trying to erode 
the Commissioner’s power," 
Curry softened the argument. 
“He still should be responsible 
for judging acts which are 
detrimental to football." 
R o z e l l e ’s 
in te n s e 
preoccupation with the details 
of his office has lessened in 
recent rears. “One of the first 
things 1 did as commissioner, 
till I wised up,” he recalled, 
“was personally sign all player 
contracts, three copies each. I 
would sit up half the night 
then.” 
Rozelle now spends most of 
his time dealing with litigation 
and, in high level meetings, as 
the spokesman for football. 
“We’re looked at more than a 
lot of major industries,” he 
said. “I’ve testified before at 
least 
19 
congressional 
committees. One year, 44 bills 
were introduced in Congress 
that 
would 
have 
affected 
professional football. Among 
the agencies that scrutinize our 
work are the IRS, the FTC, 
FCC and the NLRB 
“There are 26 teams, with 
many more internal problems. 
It requires a lot of ‘p.r.’ (for 
public relations),” to soothe his 
spread-out empire. 
Pete is at heart a “p.r.” man 
— that was his start in football 
— and he is surrounded by 
similar types who constantly 
promote the game as the 
General Motors of American 
sports.

arranged for

presentation of certificates to members 
of the school's varsity and junior varsity 
chess team members; and he also had a 
few simple trophies for presentation. As 
readers may know the school is involved 
in Santa Barbara County High School 
Chess League competition. 


Don Ribble, faculty adviser for chess 
at La Canada School has a fine chess 
program aimed at participation in the 
Christmas tournament.

We were talking to the Outer Space 
Man the other day. a quite interesting 
chap despite his three heads.

She is 
a quite humble Earth-dweller with 
humdrum details; income $105 a month 
in a walk-up, cold-water flat in St. Louis, 
and lives alone. Her total assets are 
under $1500 and she gets a fortnightly 
Social Security check, from which she 
takes $18 a month to buy food stamps at 
a concessional rate; for $18 she gets $46 
in stamps. 
But 
President 
Ford 
has 
just 
announced that he is going to trim food 
stamp benefits by $750 million to $1 
billion on March 1, to aid the budget. 
Inflation, you see: that’s our Number 
One Enemy. This means that Old Mrs. 
Zabriskie will have to ante up $31 a 
month instead of $18 to get $46 in food 
stamps. The Ford proposal will affect 95 
per cent of 15 million under the plan. 
Then there is poor Mr Jones, disabled 
from a fall and living on $146 a month 
(rent $112). Up till now he used $15 to 
purchase his $23 fortnightly in food 
stamps. But he will be hit by the Ford 
budget economy even harder than Old 
Mrs Zabriskie; after March 1 he must 
pay $21.50 for his fortnightly $23 in 
stamps. It won’t be worth taking the 
long bus trip to the food stamp office. 
We told this to our interplanetary 
visitor. “ Surely,” empathized Mr. OSM, 
“ your 
what-do-you-call-it, 
your 
Congress, 
will 
object? 
You 
have 
explained to me ...” 
“ Congress doesn't need to approve!” 
we interrupted. “ The president can 
change 
food 
stamp 
rates 
without 
legislation. He needs authorization for 
two other proposed economies; he wants 
to save a billion by cutting Medicare 
benefits for the elderly, and $400 million 
from social security. But on food stamps 
he can act alone.” 
“ I 
understand,” 
Mr. 
OSM 
said 
politely, “ that on your planet the poor 
are expected to carry most of the load. 
But this variant is interesting. Will there 
be opposition9” 
“ Perhaps 
so, 
if 
the 
public 
understands,” we replied doubtfully. 
“ Mr. Ford told us in a press conference 
last week, however, that he had merely 
required 
‘certain 
individuals, 
who 
wanted food stamps, to pay slightly 
more to qualify.’ For Old Mrs. Zabriskie 
and poor Mr Jones ‘slightly more’ 
means going a couple of days a month 
without food!” 
I could see Mr. OSM patiently trying 
to understand. “ But aren't you all 
sacrificing,” he asked. “ I believe all 
your foods have gone up?” 
“ All up, and most for the poor,” we 
explained. “ A pound of butter up 9 
per cent—terrible: but margarine is up 
63 per cent. Porterhouse steak has 
jumped 38 per cent and the well-to-do 
are boycotting it but Old Mrs Zabriskie 
hasn’t seen steak for five years. She 
uses dried beans — they’re up 25 per 
cent.” 
“ I am interested in your problems,” 
said Mr OSM “ You have what you call 
your Congress?” 
“ I think the Senate will vote against 
food stamp increases. The rub is the 
House, sir, particularly the Agriculture 
Committee (it’s called) packed with 
conservatives. However there are 12 
open seats on the committee now, Mr. 
OSM, if you understand. If we put some 
new men in there we may save Old Mrs. 
Zabriskie.’’ 
We gave Mr OSM a wink, but his 
attention was wandering. “ On the 
economy,” 
he 
inquired, 
“ anything 
new9” 
“Yes, real progress! The economic 
indicators 
keep 
dropping, 
but 
the 
president’s grasp is improving all the 
time He now agrees there’s a recession. 
That’s a breakthrough We — have three 
problems, he says, Inflation, Recession 
and Energy (Inflation still No 1). But 
Mr Ford told us last week that our 
worst peril was not these, but anxiety 
Our greatest danger today,’ he said, is 
to fall victim to the exaggerated alarms 


that are being generated.’ We must put 
on our WIN button, and smile ” 
“ The nuance escapes me,” said Mr. 
OSM “ At any rate you are making 
progress on arms control?” 
“ Why, yes,” I said “ At least I think 
so. We are moving triumphantly from 
breakthrough to breakthrough while the 
cost goes up It’s a little hard to explain 
To make it perfectly clear after we are 
going to be even with Russia on the 
delivery systems, and on MIRV-ing, but 
for a while the Soviets will be superior in 
throw weight, although by 1985 this will 
equalize out and Russia and America 
will alike be able to kill each citizen of 
the other state 14 times. Is that plain?” 
Our UFO visitor’s attention seemed to 
be wandering. We screwed up courage. 
“ You get around,” we said “ You see a 
lot of small planets. Probably we all 
evolve much alike. Could you, would 
you, make any comparison for me. The 
Earth, I mean It’s my globe and I love 
it.” 
It is not easy to fix the eye of a man 
with three heads, but we focused on the 
middle one. We must have shown 
concern. 
“Well,” he said, “ don’t quote me but 
you are a very interesting case. Quite a

Thanks to an assist from the Tidal

Through that 
office Mills will no longer determine 
how 
the other 
chairmanships 
are 
parceled out. 
With pressure from the 75 freshmen 
Democrats Mills may even be forced out 
of the post in which he has exercised 
close to despotic authority over the 
structure of federal taxation. 
The Democrats have a lot to cheer 
about. Hungry dissidents, egged on in 
gleeful anticipation by the press, have 
been predicting that the mini-convention 
in Kansas City would end up with a fight 
so shattering that the pieces would be all 
over the floor when the real convention 
meets in 1976. This would anticipate a 
repetition

are 
supporting him. 
Their motives are no mystery With 
the debacle of two years ago still fresh 
in memory, they want to win in ’76. 
Another rending, bruising fight would 
guarantee a repeat of the breakdown 
that let Richard Nixon walk in to the 
accompaniment 
of 
unprecedented 
campaign corruption and the evils of 
Watergate. 
The compromise should dimmish the 
power of the moguls of organized labor. 
A1 Barkan, who dispenses the largess of 
COPE as the agent of George Meany, 
has consistently fought any compromise 
with the activist left and he is unhappy 
with the language of the charter. But at 
least three major trade unions are on 
the other side of the fence, injecting 
competition into the scene that Meany 
would like to dominate. 
Just before he left for Kansas City, 
Strauss told a reporter who had been 
gleefully looking forward to a Kilkenny 
fight at the mini-convention: “ You’ve 
got a big surprise coming.

While nursery rhymes 
have been around for a long 
time, no one knows exactly 
how long. None has been 
found in written form be­ 
fore the time of England’s 
Henry VIII, but some schol­ 
ars say the rhymes can be 
traced back to ancient 
Iceland. And some say that 
counting rh ym es, 
like 
“Eena, Meena, Mina, Moe,” 
were used by the Druids to 
choose sacrifices for their 
religious ceremonies. 
Mother Goose herself is a 
bit of a mystery. She could 
have been the Queen of 
Sheba. She could have been 
Queen Bertha, the mother 
of Charlemagne, who his­ 
tory recorded as having a 
foot the size, or shape, of a 
goose; or, perhaps another 
Queen Bertha, the wife of 
France’s Robert II, whose 
child, legend says, was born 
with the head of a goose. 


Most likely, Mother Goose 
was an American, Elizabeth 
Foster Goose. Mrs. Goose 
lived in Charleston in the 
17th century, and she, like 
all grandmothers, recited 
the now-famous nursery 
rhymes to her grandchil­ 
dren. Her son-in-law later 
published the rhymes. 


In addition to the nursery 
rhyme games, characters 
and ideas from fam iliar 
phrases have also been 


brought to life by Schaper. 
One most grade-schoolers 
are certain to enjoy is Cat 
In The Bag, based on the old 
saying, “don’t let the cat 
out of the bag.” A series of 


claws holds the cat down, 
and players lift these one- 
by-one until, like a jack-in- 
the-box, the cat jumps out.

because they bring favorite 
fantasies to life, but since no 
reading skills are needed to 
play, they are easy to learn.

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Toys should challenge as well as entertain

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Selecting the right toys and 
playing with children and 
their toys are crucial to everv 
child's development, accord­ 
ing to a Columbia University 
psychologist. 
Dr. Brian Sutton-Sm ith 
says that playing is not an in­ 
stinctive act, rather it must 
be learned, using toys that 
challenge because they have 
been designed to match a 
Ir 
ime tun, out it usually begins 
by being hard work,” says 


child’s ability level. 
‘‘A child’s play may look 
like fun, but it usually begii 


Sutton-Smith. "Through play, 
infants strive to master their 
new world by testing the 
skills they possess. They must 
first discover what a toy can 
do in a realistic way before 
they are ready to see what it 
might do in a playful way.” 
In addition to working as 
director of developmental 
B 
sychology at Columbia 
niversity s Teachers Col­ 
lege, Sutton-Smith is a con­ 
sultant to the Toy Manufac­ 
turers of America, the toy in­ 
dustry's trade association. 
With his wife Shirley he has 
written the book 
How to 
Play With Your Children — 
A nd 
W h e n 
Not 
T o ” 
(Hawthorn). 
The child psychologist says 
that play is an infant’s in­ 
troduction to being in control 
of life, and that play should 
provide a child with a variety 
of activities. Play should also 
e n c o u r a g e i m a g i n a t i v e 
thinking and give first-hand 


experience with success, 
failure, satisfaction and dis­ 
appointment. 
Before their first birth­ 
day, children undergo the 
most rapid development of 
their lives. Understanding 
this period of growth helps 
parents and others select 
playthings to stim ulate a 
child’s development,” the 
psychologist says. 
He notes that more toy 
m a n u f a c t u r e r s are age- 
l a b e l i n g toys to a s s i s t 
parents. Furthermore, he 
stresses that such toys should 
meet extensive industry and 
federal safety standards that 
require testing for possible 
hazards such as rougn edges, 
small parts that could be 
swallowed, length of pull 
strings and durability. 
During the first two months 
infants react mainly to sights 
and sounds. Thus the best 
toys for this age group are 
mobiles, bells, music boxes 
wi t h m o v i n g f i g u r e s , 
unbreakable hanging m ir­ 
rors and other bright-colored 
moving objects that hang 
over the crib and stimulate 
the child to look and reach. 
After the third month, Sut­ 
ton-Smith says, infants can 
usually move their bodies 
and grasp objects easier, and 
can follow moving objects 
with their eyes. 
Toys and playthings that 
help a 3- to 5-month-old in­ 
fant’s skills develop include 
rattles, crib exercises with 
pull and squeeze at t ac h­ 
ments, soft squeak toys that 


fit a baby’s hand, small 
plastic or rubber squeeze 
blocks and weighted figure 
toys such as clowns or 
a n i m a l s . S u t t o n - S m i t h 
em phasizes that parents 
should not give infants a lot 
of toys at once. 
"Parents will be rewarded 
by their child's response to 
affection, especially if they 
genuinely play with a child 
and his or her toys. For ex­ 
ample, handing a toy back 
and forth, or covering it and 
uncovering it, are exciting 
games for infants,” he says. 
Nice toys for the 7-month- 
old include soft blocks, cud­ 
dly dolls and textured toys, 
playt hi ngs that can be 
shaken or squeezed, small 
balls and plastic or rubber 
teething toys. These are ob­ 
jects designed to stimulate 
infants to reach, drop and 
throw, and expose them to 
textures, shape and color, 
Sutton-Smith says. 
When children start to 
crawl during the second half 
of the first year, this may 
mean they have begun to out­ 
grow some of their older toys. 
At this stage youngsters look 
fo r toys t h a t move in 
response to their movements, 
they want to make things 
happen. 
Children of this age ap­ 
preciate crib activity boxes 
with dials to turn, buttons to 
push, doors to open and 
wheels to spin. Large picture 
books, boats and other bath 
toys are also good at this 
stage. 


Common household items 
such as pots and pans, large 
wooden spoons and boxes are 
also appropriate and safe 
playthings for 9-month-olds, 
Sutton-Smith says. It’s likely 
children will want to fill and 
empty these playthings for 
the month to come. 
Ten-month-old children 
choose their toys more deli­ 
berately, and at this stage 
small musical toys, rattling 
playthings, durable toy cars 
and trucks and stacking 
squares or rings are recom­ 
mended to encourage more 
coordinated physical move­ 
ment and mental develop­ 
ment. 
The psychologist reminds 
that most infants will begin to 
walk and talk around their 
first birt hday. At first 
children of this age may 
begin to do things backwards 
— such as pushing instead of 
pulling — so he suggests 
stacking and push-pull toys 
that can be grouped by shape 
or color. 
One-year-olds, he adds, are 
also captivated by mirrors, 
and they like to look at and 
tear up magazines and news­ 
papers. 
Choosing toys and play­ 
things which will encourage 
and assist physical and in­ 
tellectual development, and 
playing along with children 
at their level — sometimes 
suggesting higher levels of 
play — are very important 
responsibilities for parents of 
young children,' Sutton- 
Smith says.

Christmas plates 


It was an ancient Danish 
tradition that inspired the 
world’s 
first 
porcelain 
Christmas Plate. For cen­ 
turies at Christmastime, the 
wealthy had given their ser­ 
vants gifts of candy, cake 
and food heaped on plates 
made of metal or wood, but 
as the plates became more 
and more decorative, they 
were displayed and cher­ 
ished 
Then in 1895, Harald Bing 
decided to make a special 
Christmas Plate in the re­ 
nowned Bing & Grondahl 
porcelain factory in Copen­ 
hagen. It was a limited 
edition, dated and hand- 
painted with a seasonal 
theme commissioned from 
a leading Danish artist. At 
first, in the traditional way, 
it was meant to be present­ 
ed as a gift filled with fruits 
and candies. But it quickly 
became valued for itself 
alone and each year, as the 
distinctive Christmas Plates 
were issued, they soon be­ 
came collectors’ favorites. 


Today, a plate from that 
first edition of 1895 is valued 
at $2,600. Complete collec­ 
tions are rare, and the com­ 
pany itself has only three of 
its own, slowly re-collected 
over many years. 
These renowned Christ­ 
mas Plates always depict 
traditional Danish scenes. 
They are hand-decorated in 
relief and colored in shades 
of the famous Copenhagen 
Blue. Each design is the 
work of a famous Danish 
artist, and since 1963 they all 
have been designed by 
Henry Thelander.
